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To the future through the past

Here it is June again—time to sip a 
cocktail on that favourite patio, lose a few 
pounds to look good in your summer 
sportswear, plant your garden and watch it 
grow in the coming months... Oh, and 
celebrate gay pride. Have you ever 
wondered why we celebrate with Pride 
Week each year and what the reasons are 
behind all those special events and great 
parties that bring us together? Obviously 
any reason for us to be out and about is 
important but the past history of gay pride

is worthy of a few moments of reflection. 
At this significant turning point in history, 
it’s. important to ask where the gay 
liberation movement came from and 
wonder where it’s going? 

Perhaps the most important catalyst in 
the gay equality movement were the 
Stonewall Riots that began in Pioneer 
Square, the hub of New York’s Greenwich 
Village, on Friday, June 27th, 1969. At this 
time it was a habit for New York’s boys in 
blue to regularly make surprise raids on the 
Stonewall Inn and place the drag show 
performers into a paddy wagon for an 
overnight stay behind bars. Most of the 
customers slipped quietly and fearfully into 
the dark of night. On this one particular 
night an organized revolt took place and 
with placards bearing the words “Gay is 
Proud”, patrons and performers resisted 
arrest. About three days of riots ensued and 
the rest, as they say, is history. Today it is 
becoming recognized that the gay and 
lesbian community is a highly visible 
minority and a valuable asset to society. So 
how did this come about? 

Back in the roaring ‘20s, the closeted 
gay community was known as The World 
of the Twilight and gay was a term used to 
describe anyone who partied at nighttime. 
The homosexual community was 
considered to be artists and stereotyped as 
creative people who didn’t fit with the

macho image of the times. However, the 
first gay communities were developing in 
San Francisco’s Barbary Coast, New 
York’s Greenwich Village and New 
Orleans’ Latin Quarter. At the time of 
prohibition, home parties were the main 
gay social gatherings where friends could 
gather, safe in the knowledge they were not 
alone with their feelings for a same-sex 
partner. At these parties the bathtub would 
be filled with bootlegged gin, enough ice to 
kill the taste and grenadine to make the 
drink attractive. Everyone drank pink gin 
until they were horizontal—though 
hopefully not alone anymore! Pink became 
a signature hue, one that has lasted the test 
of time. Also out of this era emerged 
important thinkers from the homosexual 
underground, names like Tennessee 
Williams, Gertrude Stein, Langston Hughes 
and Margaret Anderson. They all began to 
use the written word to openly discuss gay 
issues. 

In the mid ‘30s, the Hollywood 
motion picture code banned all references 
to homosexuality and talented Mr. Ripleys 
were not tolerated. At the same time, 
Broadway censored any plays with overtly 
gay themes or characters. Homosexuality 
was a dirty word and the gay community 
was forced to stay in the closet, supposedly 
where it belonged. In 1939 a fateful turn of 
events changed the course of history. 

World War II threw men together with 
men and women together with women. 
The camaraderie that came along with 
fighting a common enemy also gave rise to 
displays of emotions and feelings not 
usually shared in same-sex friendships. 
Slowly, gays began to realize these strange 
feelings were not theirs exclusively and 
coming out became a more natural process. 
The quiet revolution was under way. The 
liberation from the battle with the enemy in 
1945 led to a more liberal attitude generally 
and civil liberties began to surface as a new 
priority in the ‘50s. Gay members of the 
armed forces didn’t necessarily go home; 
rather, they gravitated towards major urban 
centres where they could lead their lives in 
anonymity. This resulted in the beginnings 
of gay bars and clubs in major cities. The 
much-disputed Kinsey Report showed 
homosexuality in a new light, indicating 
that the size of the gay community was a 
major percentage of the population not to 
be ignored. 

Nonetheless, in the mid ‘50s an openly 
gay person could still be committed to a 
mental institution by a family member 
without any say in the matter. (Thank 
goodness I was barely out of diapers or my 
life might have been insanely different!) 
The closet was still the safest place to be. 
During this time, gay activists were 
working behind the scenes to form societies 


and publish newsletters, while grassroots 
communication and activism developed in 
secrecy. The gay community began to feel 
safety in numbers and pioneers challenged 
the system with court cases scoring minor 
victories. Judy Garland became a gay icon 
and her song, Somewhere Over The 
Rainbow, emerged as a secret anthem. 

By the ‘60s, Greenwich Village and 
San Francisco had become gay meccas and 
gay tourists from around the world flocked 
to experience a sense of freedom, if only 
for a short vacation. Politicians began to 
realize there was a gay voting block and 
that caution or balance was necessary on 
gay issues. God Save The Fairy Queen 
became a variation on the British national 
anthem and was used as a theme song at 
rallies. For the first time the idea was put 
forth that gay people were not mentally ill, 
they simply had a character disorder! The 
flower children of the hippie generation 
inspired the feeling that it was OK to be 
different. The fashion revolution of the 
‘60s was an inspiration, which lasted, for 
demonstrating your individualism to 
everyone. 

Everything came together the night of 
the Stonewall Riots and fighting back was 
the mood of the gay community. This final 
raid on a New York gay bar was resisted for 
the first time and Gay Power was the new 
buzzword. “I’m Gay And I’m Proud” was 
the new slogan. Gay Pride was born. 

Sometimes we feel as though gay and 
lesbian rights are achieved too slowly and 
become frustrated. But, if we look back at 
the past century, the new millennium holds 
a bright future for us all. So make this your 
month to feel proud. Participate in the 
many celebrations planned which provide 
you the opportunity to be out and proud. 
From everyone at Outlooks, we wish you a 
happy Pride Week. Get out and celebrate— 
and, above all, be thankful you’re not in a 
mental institution or jail just because you’re 
gay! :

Paul J. Williams: the ‘J’ stands for jokes

In his own words he’s “a Jerry 
Springer show just waiting to happen.” 
The grandson of a professional clown, 
Paul J. Williams was born in the rough and 
tumble state of Texas and raised Southern 
Baptist. After deciding that his marketing 
degree from Baylor University wasn’t 
taking him where he wanted to go, 
Williams branched out into comedy, to 
offer his especially humourous take on the 
human condition to the rest of the world 
(with a background like his, it was only a 
matter of time...). 

In an exclusive interview, Outlooks 
caught up with Williams in anticipation of 
the first annual Tickled Pink comedy 
night, Friday June 16 at Martha Cohen 
Theatre, where he will share the stage with 
(now) fellow New Yorker Michele Balan. 

Outlooks: Growing up in Texas, you 
were, by your own admission, a bit of an 
outsider—was humour something you 
used to negotiate your way out of bullying 
situations? 

Williams: It didn’t start out that way. 
I was really good friends with a guy who 
I’m still friends with today—even though 
he’s a good ol’ straight boy—and in high 
school we were kind of like Hawkeye and 
Pierce, you know, from MASH? He’s the 
one that taught me that. I was always a 
wimp, somewhat of a fag, and not 
someone who would ever fight physically, 
and he taught me early on not to let people 
bully me. Come back with something. So 
I learned to use the tongue, if you will, as 
my weapon. And I think most burgeoning 
gay kids do—at least gay male kids—it 
becomes our “witty repartee” [Laughs]. I 
was really pretty much introverted until 
sometime in high school when I really 
kind of ‘blossomed’. 

Outlooks: What a wonderful bit of 
career training early on in your life. 

Williams: Hello! When I finally 
made the decision to do this, my family 
and friends were all like “Oh, thank God, 
you’re going to get paid for being 
yourself!” 

Outlooks: Has your move to New 
York provided you with an even greater 
resource for material? 

Williams: You’d think... but in reality 
the new stuff I’ve been writing has 
nothing to do with the fact that I live in 
New York. I guess | kind of take this for 
granted, I think, either a: what’s funny 
about it? or b: whatever is funny about it 
has already been said by other comics and 
now it’s stale material. I do a couple of 
things about funny experiences I’ve had 
there, but those are few and far between. 

Outlooks: How often do you go 
home to Texas? Is that a way to keep in 
touch and source new material? 
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Williams: I talk to my naneate angel 
every day, which is kind of odd, I realize. 
I don’t get home that much but my family 


is very close and we speak often. And 
when I do get back to Texas I go back to 
Dallas, which is where I lived before I 
moved here. I lived there longer than I 
lived in San Antonio where I grew up, so 
I kind of feel like Dallas is really ‘home’. 
I get back about once every three or four 
months. 

Outlooks: You’re pretty much a gay- 
boy from the word “go” in your act; was 
that a conscious decision or was your 
sense of humour so rooted in ‘gay’ that 
there was no point in trying to hide the 
fact? 

Williams: Oh no—that was a 
conscious decision. I got started being a 
comic by one of the most well-known 
lesbian comics there are, and that was 
Suzanne Westenhoefer. I was part of a 
three-man comedy troupe called Less 
Miserable that was together from ‘88 to 
‘94, We were performing in 
Provincetown in the summer of ‘93 and 
we were sharing a house with Suzanne. 
And it was Suzanne who pulled me aside 
one afternoon and said “It’s so obvious 
that you are the strong point of this group, 
you need to go out on your own.” This 
was when gay comedy was really starting 
to get big and I thought: I will have no part 
of that—I have to be onstage with two 
other people, I’m too scared to do it by 
myself. And I said “What the heck do I 
have to say?” and Suzanne looked at me 
and said “Please! You’re gay, you’re from 
Texas and you’re bad—now start 
writing!” 

Outlooks: Good career advice from 
someone with a good career. 

Williams: So it was a very conscious 
decision to be gay—openly gay. Now the 
question from here is how gay am 1? And 
that has to do with who I’m performing 


for. I do have an appeal to straight 
audiences, as I’ve proven here in New 
York, and J will tone back a lot of the gay 
stuff, not out of a sense of embarrassment 
at all but a sense of “They’re not going to 
get it.’ And if they’re not being 
entertained then why am I on stage? I 
have yet to do a set anywhere where it did 
not come up at some point that I’m gay. I 
just don’t think that’s possible for me to 
do: it’s not being true; it’s not being real. 

Outlooks: I spoke to Michele Balan 
last month and she said the same thing: 
comedy’s about truth. 

Williams: From the business 
standpoint of it you think: if there’s 
someone from Letterman in the audience 
tonight I better be just as straight as I can 
be. But then I realize: you know what— 
f*** that. I may never be on Leno or 
Letterman or whatever because the 
powers that be have a hang-up about me 
appealing to people in Topeka, Kansas. 
But, you know what? That’s fine with me; 
there are always going to be gay and 
lesbian venues that need a comic that’s not 
going to be making jokes at their expense. 
And it may be limiting me but I’m just not 
going to play the game. 

Outlooks: Well, being true to 
yourself and being comfortable with what 
is truly your material, doesn’t that give 
you greater strength as a performer? 

Williams: Well, yeah, I guess it does. 
There are times when Id like to get up and 
have something to say that is funny and 
universal. Not gay or straight, just 
universal. I have not found that voice yet. 
I admire gay and lesbian comics who have 
found that voice and I’m starting to learn 
it, but too much of what I find humourous 
affects me or how | live or how my friends 
live as gay or lesbian people. 

Outlooks: You do a bit of audience 
participation in your act; does that 
unpredictability give you a real thrill when 
you're onstage? 


Williams: Oh, yeah! If you look at 
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most comics in comedy clubs—not on 
television, in comedy clubs—most of their 
act is based on what people in the 
audience say. As Paul J. Williams I have 
never felt comfortable doing that. But as 
a character, let it rip! I don’t know why 
the wall is there but I’ve been 
experimenting a bit more with what I do in 
my own part of the set. And when I’m 
doing Nelda... you just try and stop me! 

Outlooks: You were raised Southern 
Baptist, are they really as scary as we 
think they are? 

Williams: There are elements. 
[Pauses.] It’s one of the things my father 
and I have discussed and I promised him 
that I would always try to temper my jokes 
about the Southern Baptists with a 
comment or a statement that there are 
good Southern Baptist people out there. 
My parents are a prime example of that: 
they’re like a walking PFLAG chapter but 
they’re still very involved and they 
believe what they believe. There is an 
element within the Southern Baptist 
church, much as there is an element in the 
gay and lesbian community, that is radical.

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And those that are radical are just crazy— 
my brother being one of them. You just 
agree not to bring certain things up, 
because there is no reasoning. The Bible 
said it, I believe it, that’s it—there is no 
question of interpreting. So, yes, 
unfortunately, there are those individuals 
but I do want to make people understand 
that I don’t want all Southern Baptists 
painted as idiots just as I don’t want all 
gay and lesbian people to be painted as 
perverts.

Words are important. They pinpoint 
and clarify our lives, our loves, the way 
we move through the world. 

It also must be said that words can 
kill. 

For all their power, words get tossed 
around pretty freely, especially in the 
media, where billions of words are 
churned out on a daily basis. And every 
day, some of those words are about us. 

By now, we’re probably almost 
immune to the occasional off-the-cuff 
political gaff, when some stuffed shirt 
stands and condemns “fags” and “dykes” 
for undermining the family/recruiting the 
young/not living out God’s will (choose 
any or all of the aforementioned charges). 
It’s easy to ignore, scoff, turn the 
page/channel/dial and continue with our 
day as if our very existence hadn’t been 
completely misrepresented by someone 
who knows as little about our real lives as 
I do about monster truck rallies. 

In this century, it’s easy to say 
“we've come a long way” because, in 
truth, we have. The way our community 
is represented in today’s media is a far cry 
from the dark ages of the pre-Stonewall 
era. The battle to have our lives 
represented fairly has been a cornerstone 
of our battle for equal rights. One quick 
glance at the archives of, say, The New 
York Daily News in the days following the 
Stonewall riots, and the scope of our 
progress becomes very apparent. 
Headlines like “Homo Nest Raided, 
Queen Bees Are Stinging Mad” were the 
norm back then. The article in question 
also. contained such _ illuminating 
descriptions as “princesses and ladies-in- 
waiting”, “Florence Nightingales’, and 
“honeys turned Madwomen of Chaillot” 
while describing the birth of the gay 
rights movement. Even the liberal 
Village Voice stooped to the lowest 
common denominator with its front-page 
article, utilizing the journalistic term 
“forces of faggotry” in 
reference to the activists 
embroiled in the war to be 
recognized equally. 

Times have changed. 
Words like that are no longer 
allowed in the North American 
press. Or are they? 

As I write this, The & 
National Post carries a story 
on the Anita Bryant of the new 
millennium: Dr. Laura. 

By now we have all heard & 
the venom that Dr. Laura has 
spouted on her syndicated call- 
in “advice” show. Her views 
about our community have 
been well-documented: gays 
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and lesbians are “biological errors”, 
“sexual deviants” and, of course, there is 
the gem “pedophilia is more common 
among members of the gay community 
than the heterosexual community”. 


Naturally, gay equality groups criticized 


her and, just as naturally, Dr. Laura 
cowered defiantly behind a smokescreen 
of “religious freedom”, citing that, as a 
devout Jew, she has the right to say what 
she believes. 

Then Paramount offered the Queen 
of Mean her own television show—and 
the uproar began. 

Protests are now becoming common 
outside Paramount, as well as radio 
stations that carry the Dr. Laura show. 
This was addressed as Larry King 
interviewed Dr. Laura recently. When 
King asked if the stations were 
supporting her despite the protests, she 
replied: 

“Well, of course. I mean, I think for 
the most part people understand the

notion of free speech when they say it, 
when somebody has strong, profound 
religious beliefs, that is a conviction 
which needs to be respected instead of 
misconstrued or misrepresented as hate 
speech. I mean, that’s awful.” 

Later, King asked if she chose her 
sexuality. Dr. Laura replied, “I don’t 
think I ever thought about it... It came 
quite naturally to me to find a male 
person attractive.” 

King: “But do you think the same 
thing is with gays? They didn’t choose it, 
did they?” 

Dr. Laura: 
expert in that. I can recommend some 
people to come in here and clarify all 
these things.” 

Later, King asked, 
them deviants, right?” 

Dr. Laura: “Never. 
called anyone a name.” 

King: “That was a misquote?” 

Dr. Laura: “You know, the problem I 
have... is that people who have an 
emotionally packed point of view and an 
agenda unfortunately often misrepresent, 
misconstrue and, frankly, downright fib 
what somebody with a different position 
has to say. And I’m afraid I got caught in 
the crossfires of that.” 

That, ladies and gentlemen, is what’s 
known in political-speak as the “non- 
answer.” Note the dexterity with which 
she side-stepped the real issue and, in 
doing so, still managed to call the people 
quoting her own words “liars.” 
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“You know, I’m not the - 


In fact, Dr. Laura did call gays and 
lesbians “a biological error”, “deviants”, 
and a host of other nasty judgements. 
The comments were posted on her own 
website until the s*** hit the fan, then 
they were discreetly removed. 

And, if she never said these things, 
what was the “apology” for? Dr. Laura 
released a statement apologizing for any 
hurt her comments may have caused. It 
was recanted shortly after it was released, 
but it begs clarification. Was Dr. Laura 
apologizing for those words she didn’t 
say? 

Words change history. Words cause 
wars. Words can condemn or sanctify. ~ 
Words can wound, save, banish or 
embrace. 

Here’s another thing about words that 
Dr. Laura doesn’t seem to realize: they 
stick around. In the age of the Internet, 
they don’t just stick around, they get 
passed around. By the time Dr. Laura 
edited her own comments from her own 
website, the text had already been printed 
on aé_ rival website known as 
www.stopdriaura.com. Protest all you 
want, Doctor dear—those words aren’t 
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going to go away. 

Interesting words also come from the 
pen of The National Post’s Mark Steyn. 
Steyn is notable for his in-your-face, 
take-no-prisoners approach to journalism. 
He more often than not sits on the far 
right on most issues. But he often strays 
from his topic to bash his favorite 
liberals: feminists and gays. Oddly 
enough, Steyn rarely comments on the 
specifics of lesbian love, but male-to- 
male sex practices get the full glare of his 
squinted, narrow view. 

Take Steyn’s article on gun control, 
for example. When questioning statistics 
about gun-related child mortality, Steyn 
writes “If you’re old enough to die for 
Queen and country—or, to put it in more 
fashionable terms, if you’re old enough to 
swing by the bath-house and be randomly 
sodomized—you shouldn’t really be 
included in the infant statistics.” Hmm... 

What relation there is between gun- 
control statistics and sodomy is never 
clarified. But Steyn often tosses an insult 
our way, whether to amuse himself, or 
enrage the lefties. His references to the 
gay community are all marked by a 
notable fixation with what we insert and 
where we insert it and what we’re 
wearing to Gay Pride. Journalistic 
phraseology like “condom-strewn park” 
and “pert-buttocked houseboy” are the 
norm. For Steyn, our entire existence can 
be summed up in one word: buggery. 

In a column entitled “Hollywood’s 
New Blacklist”, Steyn defended Dr. 
Laura, contending that standard Judeo- 
Christian morality is now ‘hate speech’. 
Steyn uses words as if they were 
sledgehammers, aiming them where they 
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inflict the most visible and obvious 
damage. Rather than cloak his words 
behind a Ph.D or religious beliefs, Steyn 
just slaps readers across the face with 
them. In defense of Dr. Laura’s right to 
moralize, he writes that thirty years ago, 
when Canadians were asked to “live and 
let live”, they assumed it meant “that if a 
couple of fellows in the apartment 
upstairs wanted to sodomize the hell out 
of each other every night of the week, we 
should ignore the wobbling chandelier, 
turn up the Lawrence Welk and be 
‘tolerant’.” 

Then Steyn forwards the claim that 
religious persecution is all around us, and 
those darn gay rights activists are 
trampling on Judeo-Christian rights. He 
cites examples: New Zealand banning the 
import of an American Christian video 
about the ‘homosexual agenda’; the 
Toronto printer who refused to print gay 
activist materials and was fined and 
ordered to do the work by the Human 
Rights Commission, despite his religious 
beliefs. He points to ‘gayness’ being an 
entire philosophy and moral code which 
is infusing every aspect of society and 
culture. Not bad for a group of guys who, 
(in his words), “for most of the last two 
millennia, had no ambitions beyond 
whacking its [sic] penis up another guy’s 
butt.” 

For Mr. Steyn’s information, we have 
a lot more on our minds than “sodomizing 
the hell” out of one another. Our 
ambition is not to be sodomized 
repeatedly, but to be included as valuable 
members of society. And his claim that 
‘gayness’ has suddenly infiltrated 
mainstream society, thanks to advances in 
human rights, is ludicrous. If Mr. Steyn 


would pull his head out of the sand for a 
moment and look around, he would see 
that ‘gayness’ has always been a part of 
the society at large. We just never felt 
safe enough to take credit for our 
contributions to society. 

For Dr. Laura and Mr. Steyn to 
constantly reduce us to a sex act 
diminishes our contributions to the world. 
Just as a woman resists being defined as a 
specific genital, or non-Caucasians resist 
being defined by mere pigment 
difference, we resist being defined by 
what we do with our partners. The words 
they use are purposefully hateful and 
simplistic and hiding behind the Bible 
doesn’t change that. As far as I’m 
concerned, deflecting the argument with 
claims of “free speech” doesn’t change 
that, either. 

On March 11, the Canadian 
Broadcast Standards Council ruled that 
Dr. Laura was in violation of the human 
rights provision of the voluntary Code of 
Ethics of the Canadian Association of 
Broadcasters, due to her consistent 
characterization of our sex behaviour as 
“abnormal”, “aberrant”, “deviant”, 
“disordered”, “dysfunctional” and “a 
biological error’. 

According to the council, her on-air 
terminology was “clearly pejorative,” and 
was “of a critical and discriminatory 
(although not abusively discriminatory) 
nature.” The CBSC went on to say that 
the effects of her views “from her 
powerfully influential platform behind a 
very popular microphone... may well 
fertilize the ground for other less well- 
balanced elements... to take such 
aggressive steps.” 

In other words, her words, the ones 
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she says she didn’t say, could trigger 
violence against homosexuals. 

After noting that Dr. Laura’s views 
were over twenty years out of date, the 
council concluded that “with the power 
emanating from that microphone goes the 
responsibility for the consequences of the 
utterances.” 

Words matter. Words affect people. 
Words can cause damage. 

Words can kill. We know that from 
personal experience. 

You know, there are some really good 
words for people like Mark Steyn and Dr. 
Laura. 

But I’m too polite to use them here.

Colour me rainbow and sell me some crap

It’s obviously time to get rid of the 
obligatory sliding scale for entrance fees 
to community events. The homos in my 
neighbourhood are doing fairly well. 
And while people haven’t exactly been 
seductively flashing copies of their tax 
returns at better coffee spots along The 
Drive, there are signs. 

The most obvious of these signs is 
the index card-sized rainbow flag decal 
that is appearing more and more 
frequently on the back bumpers of SUVs 
and in the corners of windows of 
spanking new condominiums. Yippee! 
Now not only do we have gay people, we 
have gay cars and gay houses! This is all 
thanks to the careful placement of a little 
rainbow-coloured decal, the unnatural 
evolution of the symbol created in 1978 
by San Francisco’s gay Betsy Ross- 
wannabe, Gilbert Baker. 

His initial design called for a flag 
that incorporated the traditional seven 
colours found in nature’s spectrum, and 
an eighth especially just for us: hot pink! 
According to Baker, these colours 
represented, respectively: sexuality, life, 
healing, sun, nature, art, harmony and 
spirit. Unfortunately, 
Baker had actually 
hand-dyed all the 
colours for his 
prototype flags, and 
since the colour “hot 
pink” was not 
commercially available, 
mass production of his 


eight-striped version 
became impossible. 
The flag was thus f 


reduced to seven stripes. 
In its present form, the | 
flag is usually f 
represented by a mere B 
six colours. However, 
remember that less fF 
colour doesn’t mean 

less pride! In fact, it is | 
this simplified version 
of the flag that most of } 
us are familiar with, | 
having seen the symbol 


applied to every 
possible kitsch item 
imaginable. 


That lone man with 
a single sewing machine } 
humming away in the 
Castro could not have 
imagined what a 
monster he would be 
unleashing into the 
world of niche 
marketing. A scant 2.2 
decades later and that 
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all-unifying homo symbol is available on 
everything from coffee cups and 
doormats to bottles of lubricant and 
micro-brewery products. 

As my father used to say, “Wrap 
s*** in red cellophane and you’ll find 
someone willing to buy it.” Or in this 
case, “Stick a rainbow flag on it and 
some homo will whip out his or her 
Visa.” 

What I’ve always found fascinating 
about the whole rainbow phenomenon is 
that, before queers co-opted this symbol, 
it was generally used on products aimed 
at microprincesses: girls generally under 
the age of ten who also had a fascination 
with unicorns. (Even more bizarre, 
these unicorns often had wings—copping 
a bit of the Pegasus myth. But I 
digress...) Winged single-horned horses 
and rainbows were a popular bedroom 
motif for little girls being brought up in 
the ‘70s and ‘80s. 

So what do queers and little girls 
have in common? Well, both groups 
have been shamelessly reduced to being 
acknowledged primarily as a marketing 
demographic. The. Spices ‘Girls 
phenomenon gave birth to a group called 
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series, back-to-school accessories, 
stickers and—you get the idea. 

Now, obviously most adult gays and 
lesbians have jobs and a bit more self- 
control than your average eight- to 
twelve-year-old girl. Still, we continue 
to buy useless crap because it is directly 
marketed to us; it validates our existence 
and makes us feel like we belong to a 
greater community. 

But the question remains: does the 
world need more products with the 
rainbow motif? Of course not. Is it a 
particularly attractive motif? Well, 
you’ll have to find the answer to that 
question deep within your own soul. 
However, here is an experiment that you 
can try at home. Buy a throw cushion 


“tweens”—they weren’t children and 
they weren’t teens, they were something, 
well... in between. And they had a whack 
of disposable cash (more importantly, 
they had access to their parents’ 
disposable cash). 

Clever marketing hacks saw an 
opportunity to create fads designed to be 
short-lived and _all- 
encompassing. And 
before you could say 
‘synergy’, it was no 
longer enough to have a 
hit album, there had to 
be a doll, a video game, 
a movie, a potential TV 


made out of rainbow fabric and place it 
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rings—even if they have “genuine, semi- 
precious stone inlays”—just won’t cut it. 
Affirming our identity by 
incorporating these symbols into our 
attire and our lives was important. It was 
also very ‘90s. Yes, we’re here, we’re 
queer, but maybe now we can move on. 
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on your chesterfield. Find a stop watch. 
See how long you can stare at the cushion 
before feeling nauseous. 

Of course, my hatred of stupid queer 
marketing extends beyond rainbow 
paraphanalia, it also encompasses all 
manner of pink triangle gear, shirts that 
declare: “I’m not a lesbian, but my 
girlfriend is” or “I can’t even think 
straight!” The thing is, | don’t mind 
being considered a marketing niche 
group, but I want the vendors to bring 
something of va/ue to that marketplace.

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Small Change... with a few changes

Dogs may be stubborn, but 
apparently it is possible to teach old pigs 
new tricks. Participants in this year’s 
Small Change... Big Changes benefit 
will notice some changes indeed— 
adjustments that organizers hope will 
bring new vigor to the seven-year-old 
fundraiser. 

“You need to keep your audience in 
mind and offer them something different 
every so often—shake up the elements to 
keep it fresh for people,” says Small 
Change... Big Changes co-chair Peter 
Grobauer. “That said, I must also 
emphasize that we’re still trying to stay 
true to the original concept, one that our 
audience is quite familiar with.” 

In looking at the present and future 
of the event, we must also look at its past 
so, first, a bit of history. 

Small Change... Big Changes was 
established by the late Lorne McRae as 
an effective, all-access fundraiser, the 
proceeds of which went to support the 
battle against HIV/AIDS. The tradition 
of the event is now carried on by 
McRae’s wife and son, as well as a host 
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of dedicated volunteers. 

The concept was simple: guests at a 
kick-off reception purchased ceramic 
piggy banks that were then filled with 
spare change over the span of three 
months. At the end of that period, the 
pigs were used as admission to a gala 
wrap party, where they were emptied of 
their contents and returned to their 
owners. The pigs, one of the largest 
expense components of SCBC, have 
varied in colour from year to year and 
become collector’s items of sorts. 

Now some of that is about to 
change—and stockpiled pigs are going 
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to come in handy for this year’s 
attendees. 

“One of the largest changes this year 
is that we’re not creating new pigs; 
rather, this year is a piggie round-up,” 


Grobauer says. “We’re encouraging 
people to bring some of their pigs from a 
previous year’s campaign and register it 
for this year.” 

Grobauer is quick to point out that 
“previous pigs” will also be on hand for 
sale at this year’s launch, to 
accommodate newcomers or provide a 
coin receptacle for those who have not 
kept their banks from years past. 


Another adjustment to the 2000 
Small Change is the period of time 
alotted to plugging the porkers. 

“Traditionally we’ve always had the 
launch late August and the gala in 
October,” says Small Change’s other co- 
chair David Chare. “This year we 
discussed it and felt it would be 
appropriate to have the launch in 
September, when most people are back 
from their holidays, and then hold the 
gala in February.” 

It is hoped that, by doubling the 
amount of time in which the pigs are 
being contributed to, the monies raised 
will also increase. 

“Part of the decision was also based 
on the fact that there’s not a lot 
happening in February,” Chare adds. 
“Last year, for example, there were six 
other events on the night of our own.” 

Both men stress that certain 
elements of the event will remain in 
place, namely a restaurant venue for the 
launch and a silent auction component to 
the gala. A new venue is also being 
sought for the gala itself. 
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Peter Grobauer stresses that this year’s committee felt it 
was important to reiterate the true purpose of Small 
Change... Big Changes: “We'd like to see some aspect of 
education brought into both the launch and the gala,” he 
says. “We want to let people know where the money is 
going and remind them that this is not just a social event.” 

Over the course of seven years, the needs of the 
Southern Alberta HIV Clinic (Small Change’s primary 
beneficiary) have changed. 

“Originally, the clinic’s needs were very much 
equipment-oriented and now, because the nature of the 
disease is changing so much, it’s quality of life programs,” 
David Chare points out. “We’re also looking at setting up an 
endowment fund to provide ongoing support for some of 
these programs.” 

At press time, organizers were still negotiating to 
confirm dates and venues for this year’s Small Change... Big 
Changes gala. The launch party has been confirmed for 
Bizou (now under new management) although its date is also 
unconfirmed. Outlooks will keep the community posted as 
details become available.

many areas, not the least of which has been 
seen in some of the events in Calgary’s gay 
social calendar. This year, such long- 
standing events as Calgary Cares and Small 
Change... Big Changes have undergone a 
series of minor alterations to maintain their 
reputations as perennial favourites. The 
Expressions Gala Art Show and Auction is 
no exception. 

Now in its sixth year, this fundraiser 
for Calgary’s Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Association (GLCSA) will be 
found “hangin’” in a new venue: the 
Pumphouse Theatre. 

“We were looking for a ‘warmer’ 
environment, a place where we had better 
control of lighting so that we could show 
the works in, well, a ‘better light’,” says 
Expressions art coordinator Harris 
Kirshenbaum of the venue change. 
“Locations, as you know, are very tough to 
find for this kind of event so we went 
looking right after the last show, which was 
in April [1999].” 

The eight-person volunteer committee 
working to put Expressions 2000 together 
is optimistic that moving the date from 
April to late June will allow guests to enjoy 
the greenspace that surrounds the new 


riverside venue. 

“We’re hoping that, as there is space in 
this environment, we can move part of the 
evening outdoors, weather permitting.” 
Kirshenbaum says. “This new spot is more 
casual, much less _ institutional than 
previous years.” 

Expressions is essentially a two- 
component event, with a formal art sale as 
well as a silent auction. Artists are asked to 
submit at least two pieces for the cause, 
one for the silent auction and one at a fixed 
price—established by the artist—with a 
nominal commission fee on top. The event 
has always featured a selection of wares as 
diverse as the community, from glasswork 
and papier-maché to printwork and 
traditional paintings. 

“Tt looks to celebrate the work done by 
artists in the community, whether they are 
part of the gay community or not,” 
Kirshenbaum explains. “For many of the 
artists it works out to be an excellent 
promotional opportunity; some of them 
look at it as a very important part of their 
year’s work.” 

One thing that will be missing from 
this year’s show is live entertainment. 

“We tried it in the past and found it

was difficult to do in a situation where 
people were focused on conversation and 
looking at art, rather than paying attention 
to someone who’s trying to entertain from 
a stage,” Kirshenbaum says. 

Food and drink, however, have not 
changed, and Kirshenbaum assures patrons 
that there will be “plenty of both.” As the 
official beer sponsor, Big Rock’s products 
will figure prominently alongside a martini 
bar and hors d’oeuvres provided by 
Money-Pennies. 

At the time of going to press, the 
following artists had been confirmed for 
this year’s show: Edwin Lim, Lindy 
Rasmussen, Betty Beyer, Dale 
Kirshenman, Wayne Olson and Edward

It is with more than a little pride 
that David Freeman, rodeo director for 
this year’s ARGRA Rodeo, relates that 


his organizations event has the 
distinction of being the two-hundredth 
gay rodeo officially sanctioned by the 
International Gay Rodeo Association. 

Well-known to Calgarians, not to 
mention hundreds of visitors from 
around the world, the ARGRA Rodeo 
has grown by leaps and bounds. with 
each passing year. And that still holds 
true in 2000. 

“This year will feature lots and lots 
of new entertainment, for one thing,” 
Freeman says. “We have Charlie’s 
Cloggers coming up from Denver 
again; David Westman, the trick roper, 
is also coming back; plus we've got 
singers from Vancouver and Los 
Angeles.” 

One distinguished guest who will 
be lending her presence—and talents— 
to this year’s rodeo is Miss IGRA. 

“She’s a singer and she also plays 
guitar,’ Freeman says, “she'll be here 
with some of the other IGRA ‘royalty’ .” 

One element—and I do mean 
element—that has dogged the past few 
rodeos has been rain, and temperatures 
sitting at less-than-seasonal values. — 

“The weather’ is) going’ to be 
perfect,’ Freeman insists. “We don’t 
want people to get sunburned so this 
year we haye an 1,800 square foot tent 
that will replace the Rodeo Drive area.” 


Freeman adds that the tent “will be -

heated on the off-chance that it’s chilly 
in the morning.” 

Another partial tent will be 
installed in the courtyard area of 
Symon’s Valley's main dance hall, to 
provide shade for the annual pancake 
breakfast as well as a semi-outdoor 
space for dance breaks on the Friday 
and Saturday nights. 

Despite loads of entertainment, the 
mainstay of the ARGRA event is, of 
course, the rodeo itself. Traditional 
events such as Bullriding and Team- 
roping are intermingled with such 
cowboy camp classics as Goat Dressing 
and Wild Drag Races. The rodeo is also 
significant in that it truly unites 
members of both the gay and lesbian 
communities in a Single event. 

“This really is a great way to get 
the whole community together for a 
good time,” Freeman stresses. 

Even if rodeo competition is not on 
your list of leisure activities, the 
ARGRA Rodeo offers something for 
Aside from _ the 
aforementioned entertainment, the 
shopping area formerly known as 
Rodeo Drive features a variety of wares 
from retailers both within and without 
the immediate community. Featured 
vendors this year will include H Bar B 
Ranch, the official supplier of IGRA 
merchandise, and purveyor of high 
quality western wear. A graphic artist 
from Kelowna will also be on hand to 
turn photographic treasures into works 
of art. _ / 

“This guy can do stuff that'll just 
blow you away,” Freeman says.

In past years, the Friday night 
performers have been a major draw for 
rodeo guests, and have included country 
star Julian Austin (1999) and lesbian 
comic Suzanne Westenhoefer (1998).

Farmer’s Daughter is one of the hottest 
acts in Canadian country music. With their 
performance at the ARGRA Rodeo fast 
approaching, we decided to check in to see 
what we could expect from these three talented 
artists. In an exclusive interview, band 
member Angela Kelman spoke with Outlooks 
about performing and issues of homophobia. 

Outlooks: So, you're coming to the 
ARGRA event... 

Kelman: Yes—and we’re very excited. 

_ Outlooks: Gay rodeo—I take it this is a 
first for the three of you? 

Kelman: Well, we actually played the 
Royal in downtown Vancouver at _ the 
beginning of our career and one of our first 
really big gigs was the walk for AIDS in 
Vancouver about seven years ago. We have a 
fabulous gay following, especially in Alberta. 

Outlooks: Do you find that gay fans are a 
little more boisterous or exuberant when it 
comes to showing their appreciation? 

Kelman: Yeah, they are. They come out 
in really great numbers, they are boisterous, 
they are energetic. And as a performer, that 
really gives you energy to give back to the 
crowd. Lots of times you have this energy that 


" you give anyway, but if the crowd’s a dud or a 


little sleepy or a little reserved you end up 
feeling drained at the end of the show. But if 
you’re getting the energy back—and in our 
experience we ve had wonderful energy back 
from any of our gay audiences—it’s refreshing. 

Outlooks: Well, the ARGRA rodeo 
should definitely give you some good energy 
back. 

Kelman: Oh, I’m sure it’s going to be a 
great time. You know, I have a funny story that 
I just have to tell you. Five years ago we were 
doing some work with Revlon Canada and we 
did an “in-store” at London Drugs with 
Revlon. And our make-up artist was a drag 
queen. After he got to know us and feel 
comfortable with us he said “P’ve got to show 
you this picture.” So he pulled out a shot of 
himself in drag and we were “ooh-ing” and 
“aah-ing”’ and he was just adorable—it was Ty 


Morgan. He said “I’m doing a drag show this. 


weekend and we’re doing you.”” We just about 
hit the floor! We said “Oh, we absolutely have 
to go!” I think the bar was called Trax, and we 
went to the show that weekend and they did 
Son Of A Preacher Man and were fabulous. 
They all had better bodies than we did, and 
their hair was really good, too! We just had a 


- wonderful time and everybody treated us so 


well and we got up and sang some a capella 
tunes. It was definitely one of the highlights of 
our career. It was a pretty big gig we had at the 
Max Bell Centre and there was an act from the 
States we wanted to see that went on after us, 
but we took off because the drag queen show 
was much more important! [Laughs.] 
Outlooks: Do you think that “country” 
anything—music, people, whatever—gets an 


unfairly bad rap as being redneck or intolerant 
of diversity? 

Kelman: I think that’s changing... I think — 
the world’s changing. Some of my best friends 
are gay and the stories I hear from them horrify 
me. It makes me angry and it makes me 
protective of them like they're my kids. 
They ll come back from a weekend camping 
trip and say “There was a pickup cruising 
slowly by with these young, vocal, drunk men 
shouting obscenities...” And I’m terrified! Its 
not something I’d think of and none of my 
friends are of that mentality, so you kind of 
forget it exists. But it will always exist; there 
will always be an ignorant part of the 
population that can’t embrace change or 
reality. I think with the surge in popularity in 
country music it brought in a whole new sector 
of listeners. And with that came very “urban” 
minded people. I think there is still a 
percentage of country music listeners that can 
be... well, you know... 

Outlooks: I think perhaps that percentage 
exists in any genre of music to a certain extent. 

Kelman: Oh, absolutely. 

Outlooks: [I think it also helps when 
someone like Garth Brooks takes part in an 
event like Equality Rocks. 

Kelman: Yes, it’s wonderful. I think you 
have a responsibility as soon as you put 
yourself in the public eye, to be a role model. I 
feel a tremendous responsibility to be a role 
model for young women. And I also feel that 
doing things like the walk for AIDS makes a 
statement. I mean, I’m so impressed. with 
Garth Brooks—the guy didn’t have to do 
anything but his sister is gay, and what it is is 
getting behind people you love and saying to 
the rest of the world “Hey, my sister’s a person 
like everyone else.” It doesn’t matter who you 
are, everyone wants privacy in their own home 
and what they do is their own business, 
whether they’re heterosexual, bisexual or gay. 

Outlooks: What can we expect from 
Farmer’s Daughter at this year’s rodeo? 

Kelman: Lots of fun! We’re very 
spontaneous and we react a lot to what the 
crowd is doing. We know we’re in for a great 
time at that rodeo. We’re looking forward to 
doing all the familiar radio and video tunes, as 
well as a few surprises. 
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It has been six months since the 
Outlooks Millennium Community 
Foundation launched and we are pleased to 
announce that, on all fronts, things are 
moving along nicely.

The Board of the Outlooks Millennium 
Community Foundation 
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Over the past two months, there has 
been a considerable buzz in the media 
over what has come to be known as ‘The 
Rant,’ a sixty-second rah-rah session 
that extols the virtues of everything from 
toques to beavers. The advertisement’s 
star, a presentably cute hoser-boy named 
Joe (ostensibly “all-Canadian,” if you 
overlook the American jeans and the 
British soundtrack) has captured the 
hearts of proud Canadians from coast to 
coast. 

Within the gay community, talk of 
the now-famous commercial has been 
limited to how “do-able” its tartan-clad 
cheerleader is (he’s hovering around a 
seventy-two percent approval rating 
currently—way to go, Joe) and the 
unlikelihood of finding any average 
Canadian with such a high do-ability 
rate. 

But wait, there’s more; one more 
thing that has not gone unnoticed in 
lavender circles. At one point, our 
glowing-hearted hero gives a brief nod 
to the concept of “diversity,” as a 
vaguely rainbow-hued band dotted with 
multi-ethnic faces appears on the screen 
behind him. This is good. This is big— 
more significant than hoser-boy’s high 
cheekbones and perky nose. 

In a sixty-second commercial, a lot 


of information has to be conveyed in a 


very short period of time. Scripts are 
quite often edited to a point where they 
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The editor’s rant 


resemble paper doilies more than they do 
actual pieces of paper. Somehow, 
somewhere, it was decided that the idea 
of diversity had to stay in what would 
become the most popular commercial in 
the history of Canadian television. This 
is good. This is big—more significiant 
than sparkling eyes and adorably tousled 
hair. 

Another key element in the whole 
campaign is the issue of pride itself. All 
too often, our community is asked, at 
various points during the summer, why 
we have to demonstrate the fact that we 
are proud of who we are. Thanks to ‘The 
Rant’, we now have a reference point to 
which many more people can relate 
when it comes to the issue of pride—and 
Pride. Part of the conversation might go 
something like this: 

MR. FAGGOT: Well, Mr. Naysayer- 
Crabbypants, think of it like this: what if 
the United States were straight and 
overbearing and Canada gay and 
misunderstood. So now we get this guy 
named Joe... 

You get the picture. All of a sudden 
the concept of pride—big ‘P’ or 


otherwise—is much less of an issue. It’s 
something we all must feel about some 
part of us, whether we’re gay, disabled, 
black, Jewish—or hey, even Canadian... 
This is good. This is big—much more 


significant than big hands and a pert butt 
(okay, we can’t actually see it but you 
know it’s there). 

Molson has been a major supporter 
of the gay community for some years 
now, at Pride celebrations and at other 
points throughout the year. For the most 
part, however, this support has.been seen 
primarily by the gay community and 
their friends. The average Canadian 
does not know that one of our nation’s 
largest corporations enters large-scale 
floats in the Pride parades of major cities 
or provides much-needed sponsorship 
money for gay events. 

At this point, some of the cynics 
among you are likely saying “Sure, but 
it’s lucrative and trendy to go after the 
gay dollar.” True, and there’s nothing 
wrong with that. But there is a 


difference between advertising, which 
seeks to take money from the consumer, 
and sponsorship, which is ultimately 
about giving back. Molson has been far 
more visible—and generous—with the 
latter. (You’ll also note that not a single 
Molson ad appears anywhere in this 
publication—there goes the “graft” 
theory...). 

The most important thing ‘The Rant’ 
has accomplished for us is getting the 
word out—and that word is “diversity.” 
The next time the average Canadian 
hears that term, it will likely be found 
somewhere in the announcement of Bill 
C-23’s passing into law. Or on a 
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television broadcast discussing the issue 
of hate crimes. Or maybe, just maybe, it 
will crop up in a conversation (fuelled 
by a case of Molson products, perhaps?) 
held by a bunch of beaver-loving, toque- 
wearing average Canadians who just 
learned a new word and are eager to try 
it out. 
Thanks, Joe. Happy Pride.

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Silver screen turns pink

Clap if you believe in fairies—or at least 
in the value of independent gay and lesbian 
cinema. The Fairy Tales Film Festival is set 
to flutter, flash and fly across the silver screen 
for its second year on the evenings of June 
15th and 16th, 2000. 

The brainchild of Kevin Allen, 
coordinator of operations for the Calgary 
Society of Independent Filmmakers, the 
inaugural Fairy Tales was made possible with 
the assistance of Trevor Alberts and Kelly 
Langaard, in less than a four month period. 
The CSIF and Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Association were also key players in 
getting the project “rolling” for “99. 

Not surprisingly, this newcomer to last 
year’s Pride Week roster was a smash success, 
filling Inglewood’s Garry Theater with 
individuals eager to see accurate and diverse 
portrayals of gay life on celluloid. 

“One of the reasons the festival exists is 
to display diversity in the community”, says 
Trevor Alberts, chair of Fairy Tales 2000, “so 
we want to show as many films as we can in 
two nights”. 

The issue of diversity, as with last year’s 
festival, will be covered handily by the wide 


range of ‘shorts’ showcased prior to each 
evening’s feature presentation. Audiences for 
these cinematic mosaics (there are separate 
programs for each night) can expect to be 
treated to everything from the U.S. release 
Dirty Baby Does Fire Island to New 
Zealand’s Twilight Of The Gods. 

The feature films landed by Fairy Tales 
organizers for this year’s event include 
Britain’s Bedrooms and Hallways and the 
Swedish release Show Me Love. 

“Bedrooms and Hallways was one of the 
more popular sell-outs at the London Gay and 
Lesbian Film Festival last year,” Alberts says 
of the Thursday night feature, “and the second 
one, Show Me Love, is kind of like the girls’ 
version of Beautiful Thing.” 

One of the only drawbacks involved with 
last year’s Fairy Tales was the combined 
blessing and curse that resulted from 
overwhelming community support. 
Organizers of the ‘99 event were thrilled with 
the crush of bodies that turned up for the two 
evening run; the heat generated by those 
bodies was another matter—particularly 
when confined to a modestly proportioned 
theater on two consecutive hot nights.

before for the $100 Film Festival, so [its 
limited capacity] wasn’t surprising, but the 
heat was—we had only ever used that venue 
in the fall,’ says Alberts. “We felt that the 
turn-out on the Friday night last year would 
have been a lot better had it not been so hot.” 

To prevent the same situation from 
happening again, and to accommodate the 
increased crowds anticipated for Fairy Tales 
2000, organizers have settled on a larger, more 
central venue. 

“This year’s event will be held at the 
Uptown Theatre,” Alberts says. “Everybody 
knows where it is, everybody can get there; 
Inglewood was a neighborhood that wasn’t 
entirely familiar to everybody in town.” 
Alberts also stresses that there will be plenty 
of time—and space—to mingle in-between 
the shorts programs and features each night. 

If Fairy Tales 2000 it as successful as 
organizers hope, Calgary’s community can 
expect to see more and more in future years. 

“We're going to try to get some feedback 
from the audience-this year, which was 
something we couldn’t do last year,” Alberts 
says. “With so much material to choose from 
out there, we'd like to see future festivals 
expand to three, maybe even four nights.” 


In the meantime, Fairy Tales is holding 
steady at a two night run, destined to become 
a perennial favorite in Pride Weeks to come. 
This does not, however, mean that organizers 
are not looking to explore the realm of 
possibility that such events can offer. 

“One of the ideas we are considering is 
having screenings throughout the year leading 
up to the festival, and maybe bringing in the 
makers of the films that we show to have 
workshops for other filmmakers as well as the 
gay and lesbian community,’ Alberts 
enthuses. “I don’t think that any community, 
including Calgary, should go without seeing 
some of it, especially when they get the 
chance.” 

The second annual Fairy Tales Film 
Festival runs June 15th and 16th at the 
Uptown Theatre (612 8th Ave. S.W.). The 
shorts program commences each night at 7 
pm and runs approximately ninety minutes, 
with feature presentations starting at 9:30 pm. 
Tickets are available through the CSIF (#500, 
1304 4th St SW 205-4747), GLCSA (#205a, 
223 12th Ave. SW 234-8973) and the 
Rainbow Pride Resource Centre (L100, 822 
11th Ave SW 266-5685).

I asked a friend of mine to write about 
his experience as a gay, HIV+ man living 
in Calgary because I have never seen an 
article written from this perspective. Those 
people living with HIV are a part of our 
community that are often marginalized, 
even as we learn more about the virus and 
its effects. He has chosen to write his story 
anonymously, as even in the year 2000 he 
would face serious ramifications in his 
personal and professional life and possibly 
the lives of his loved ones if identified. 
Here is his story. 

—Collin Smith 


I have witnessed pleasant and sadly 
unpleasant reactions toward people who 
choose to disclose their status. I believe 
most bad reactions are often based in fear, 
ignorance and stereotype. Fear of a disease 
that we do not yet fully understand or 
control, ignorance created by not seeking 
or providing educational truths about HIV 
transmission/prevention and the continuing 
stereotype and stigma that has always 
encompassed HIV/AIDS. 

When coming out as a gay man in 
1984, AIDS information was limited, 
controversial and, at times, volatile. It was 
a time when AIDS was being identified as 
a “gay man’s” disease. I remember most 
images being shown to the public then 
were those of emaciated “gay” men in the 
final stages of HIV infection. I know many 
still believe this image to be the true face of 
HIV/AIDS, even though great strides have 
been made by some to break this image and 
reflect the realities of HIV. 

I can remember the response from 
family and friends in small town Alberta 
when I told them I was gay. “What about 
getting AIDS?” they would all say in one 
way or another. My response was always 
the same. “I’m not that stupid; I know how 
to protect myself.” It is as sobering to 
recall those words now as it was when 
hearing I was HIV-positive. 

My journey began at a local dance 
club on New Year’s Eve in 1987. 
Indulging in a variety of stimulants, 
including alcohol, throughout the evening 
led to dropping some inhibitions and 
eventually meeting someone I had been 
interested in for some time. He was 
intelligent and attractive and proceeded to 
express his mutual interest in meeting me 
as well. The evening was one of impaired 
passion, little discussion and, quite 
honestly, great sex. Which, sadly to say, 
was the only benefit of the entire

encounter. I awoke the next morning 
alone, (surprisingly not hung over) to 
discover my condoms and lubricant lying 
unused on my night stand. My heart and 
mind were suddenly racing back over the 
evening’s events. There were no used 
condoms to be found in the trash so I 
started to worry for a couple of days. I 
eventually concluded he couldn’t possibly 
have had AIDS because he didn’t look like 
someone who was sick. 

During the autumn of 1988 an eye 
problem resulted in a trip to my family 
doctor. I was subsequently scanned, 
poked, prodded, and injected with dyes. 
All test results came back as negative or 
inconclusive. 

My doctor, puzzled by the series of test 
results, consulted with another 
professional. I can remember his questions 
to this day, “Have you had sex without a 
condom?”, “Have you shared needles with 
anyone?”, “Have you ever had a blood 
transfusion?” and, finally, “Are you gay?” 

Then he asked if he could run an HIV 
antibody test. I asked him what kind of test 
it was and what the test would be looking 
for. He responded, “You may have 
contracted the virus that causes AIDS.” He 
drew my blood sample for testing and we 
had to wait seven to ten days for the results 
to come back from the lab. The very next 
day, my eye problem cleared up without 
explanation and I was subsequently 
released from hospital. My only concern 
now was the HIV test conducted before my 
release. 

I] received a call from the doctor’s 
office twelve days later asking that I come 
in to see him. I hadn’t slept one night since 
taking the test and leaving the hospital. 
Everywhere I looked there were posters, 
news stories and magazine articles about 
AIDS. I became distracted and irritable at 
work and with friends. A few questioned 
my behaviour but I could not tell them 
what was happening. God, I could barely 
face it myself. 

The doctor informed me that the test 
result had come back positive and that they 
were conducting the test again to confirm 
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HIV+: A personal story 


the results. I was stunned, regardless of my 
earlier efforts to prepare for bad news. The 
only question I could muster was “How 
long do I have?” His response of three to 
five years was an accurate assessment 
based on what physicians were witnessing 
with HIV/AIDS patients at the time. 

I still cannot remember the drive home 
from the doctor’s office that day. I was met 
at the door by my roommates who were 
disturbed by my appearance. I told them 
what had happened, that I did not want to 
talk about it and continued to my room. 
Another sleepless night passed—and I still 
had to deal with my mother in the morning. 
She knew an HIV test had been done and 
was routinely checking in to see if results 
were back. I chose to lie to her that day and 
kept that secret from my family for the next 
eight years. Internal shame and fear at 
being HIV+ led me to isolate myself and 
my feelings from even the closest of my 
friends and family. 

I responded with classic denial and 
chose instead to just go on living life as 
best I could. I decided that I would return 
to work and when something happened I 
would deal with it then. 

I did not return to SAC (Southern 
Alberta Clinic) for three years because | 
did not want to deal with anything related 
to my infection. Out of sight, out of mind 
was the way I looked at the situation. The 
reality was that in three years it never once 
left my thoughts. It was a lonely and 
isolated time for me: I knew of no one else 
with HIV. There was no one who could 
understand what I was going through, no 
one I could trust with my secret. 

I began to deal with a great deal of loss 
over the next few years. I began to dwell 
on things I thought I would never have; 
sometimes forgetting about the things I did 
have. I would never have someone to love 
and call my partner and lover. Who would 
want to be with someone who had AIDS? I 
would never own my own business because 
insurance coverage, mortgages and loans 
would not be available. I felt everything 
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was out of control with the exception of my 
job. It was the one thing I managed to keep 
control of and I believe it was instrumental 
in maintaining my sanity at the time. 

I met a wonderful man in the third year 
and began dating, which would eventually 
progress into something more serious. I 
was now faced with the task of disclosing 
my status to him before I could allow the 
relationship to become more intimate. He 
had, earlier in our relationship, willingly 
offered to engage in an unsafe sexual act, a 
fact which disturbed me deeply. I asked 
him why he was willing to engage in 
unprotected sex when HIV was such a 
known threat. It surprised me that he was 
willing to risk his life without question. He 
said he thought he had to, or else I would 
probably dump him. I managed to explain 
risking his life to please someone else was 
crazy and he should never do anything he 
wasn’t comfortable doing. We just went to 
sleep that night. 

I had hoped to tell him I was positive 
myself but, unfortunately, the community 
rumour mill beat me to it. To my surprise 
he stayed with me and we had five years 
together before going our separate ways. 
We remain good friends and to this day he 
is HIV negative—proof you can have a full 
relationship and not transmit HIV to your 
partner.

As a child—in a time that feels 
increasingly longer ago, in a land that 
seems further and further away—I would 
gobble down Easter eggs and open 
Christmas presents without much 
thought. 

If there was a single notion of how, 
in a deeper context, those chocolate eggs 
represented rebirth or those tinselled 
gifts were given in emulation of the gifts 
legend tells us were brought to the Christ 
child by the Magi, it certainly didn’t 
linger. 

I’m older now, and ‘though I may 
not be a lot wiser, I’m trying, dammit. 

So, when Pride Week rolls around, I 
try to see it as something more than 
merely 168 hours of potential partying— 
a seven day binge that, frankly, at my 
age, would surely require a minimum 
seven week window of recovery. 

Now, let me be clear, lest some 
sensitive soul interpret the 
aforementioned remarks as judgemental. 
I see nothing whatsoever wrong with 
celebrating Pride Week in a state of 
joyous bliss, even sensual abandon. 

As long as we remember what it is 
we are celebrating, that is. 

And that’s pride—one word that 
covers all those things of which we are 
justifiably proud and, on the other hand, 
the areas that could use a bit of work. 

As a usually proud Canadian, I’m 
not particularly proud of my country and 
my countrymen for ignoring the whole 
issue of gay rights for as long as it has. 

Certainly, recent developments have 
put us in in the vanguard of societal 
change but, after wooing the gay and 
gay-positive electorate with promises of 
change for years, our politicians moved 
only after the courts held a gun to their 
heads. 

I'd be a lot prouder of our 
politicians if they’d acted on their 
promises because it was the right thing 
to do and not merely because they'd 
come to a point where there was simply 
no other option. 

Still, I’m proud to be part of an 
extended gay community that never gave 
up the battle, that never turned down the 
heat, that never ducked the spotlight or 


folded its tent until the battle was done. 

As a journalist, I’ve got a different 
take on freedom of speech than most, 
perhaps, and I’m not terribly proud of 
the fact that in a recent ruling the 
Canadian Broadcast Standards Council 
slapped Dr. Laura Schlessinger silly for 
her hateful remarks about gays and 
lesbians. 

I believe that a freedom of speech 
that allows people to say only those 
things with which we agree is really no 
freedom of speech at all. 

What Schlesinger says may be ugly, 
unkind, hurtful, unscientific and false, 
but muzzling her in this way only 
elevates her to victimhood to her sick- 
minded followers. 

It won’t change the way she or any 
of her followers think. It will simply 
make them more careful about saying it 
in public—and I, for one, have always 
appreciated a visible enemy over an 
invisible one. 

But I am proud of the gay 
organizations who have lobbied 
potential advertisers and convinced them 
to disassociate themselves from Dr. 
Laura’s planned move to television. 
They realize that if people of her stripe 
choose to exercise their freedom of 
speech in a fashion like this, then we can 
put them in their place by creatively 
exercising ours. 

I’m not particularly proud of all the 
silly internecine quibbling that’s been 
going on in the gay community about 
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proud of the fact that I occasionally lose 
patience with various factions of the gay 
community too, and for many of the 
same reasons. 

I’m not proud of my own flaws—the 
things that keep me from being a perfect 
human, a perfect partner, a perfect 
friend. 

But I am proud of the fact that most 
days, like this community of ours, I try.

what Bill C-23 means to us and our 
lifestyle. Those of us who choose to live 
in committed relationships aren’t selling 
out to heterosexual standards and—okay, 
okay—those who choose a more 
adventuresome approach aren’t stuck in 
some sort of perpetual adolescence.

WHITNEY HOUSTON 
WHITNEY: THE GREATEST HITS 
reviewed by David Crosson 
First of all, let me make it clear that I 
would rather be seen purchasing Depends~ 
Sanitary Undergarments and an armload of 
kiddie-porn than be seen buying a Whitney 


Zt 


Houston album. That’s why I was so glad to 
see a copy of Whitney: The Greatest Hits hit 
my desk for review purposes, away from 
prying eyes. I’d also like to make clear the 
fact that I respect Houston’s voice and have 
even been known, on occasion, to actually 
move my head in time to her music. Okay, 
I Jove her—cat’s out of the bag and, boy, am 
I blushing (just a sucker for a diva, I 
guess...). 

With the recent flurry of media-chat 
involving rumours of substance abuse and 
bizarre behaviour, The Greatest Hits could 
not have come at a better time (PR 
conspiracy theories abound on this 
particular issue). And with a stunning 
“comeback” performance on the recent 25 
Years of No. 1 Hits: Arista Records 
Anniversary Celebration, Miss Houston has 
definitely re-staked her territory as a giant in 
the music industry. 

From start to finish (two discs) this CD 


is hot, hot, hot. It’s as if someone poured a 
bottle of habafiero sauce down Whitney’s 
throat while she was holding that long from 
I Will Always Love You and she took off 
like the Tasmanian Devil from Bugs Bunny. 

Far from being a total re-hash 
collection of cuts from previous albums, 
Whitney: The Greatest Hits is a comfortable 
blend of old and new. Disc One—’Cool 
Down’”—is dedicated to some of the songs 
that made Houston a mega-star, all 
presented in their original state. On Disc 
Two—’Throw Down”—the ‘big sound’ 
angle is worked for all it’s worth, employing 
the talents of such industry mix-masters as 
Hex Hector, Thunderpuss, Cliviles & Cole 
and Junior Vasquez. The results are, for the 
most, fresh and fierce—although some die- 
hard fans may have trouble with the musical 
gymnastics involved when someone like 
Hex Hector gets hold of, say, 1 Will Always 
Love You. It goes without saying that La 


Houston lifts her delicate foot up and plants 
a firm kick in the ass of the assembled 
material. : 

With persistent rumours that Whitney 
may be a lesbian, I found it interesting that 
producers chose a cover image showing 
how handy she is with power tools when 
hanging her platinum albums. Drag queens 
will no doubt be thrilled to see Houston 
ascending a step-ladder in zebra-striped, 
four inch Candies heels. I’m also quite 
certain that her pink-fur-and-python 
ensemble in the liner notes will be widely 
adopted in Pride parades across the country 
this summer. That the music would follow 
at said celebrations is unquestionable; 
nothing gets a float rolling more gaily 
forward than a disco re-mix from a fierce 
ruling diva. Whitney: The Greatest Hits is 
right, and it’s more than okay—it’s a great 
addition to any fan’s (admitted or otherwise) 
CD collection. 
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Ratz Are Nice (PSP) by Lawrence 
Yizhak Braithwaite 
reviewed by David Crosson 
There are challenging reads and then 
there are challenging reads. Lawrence 
Ytzhak Braithwaite’s Ratz Are Nice 
(PSP) easily attains the latter 
designation. Not only is the subject 
matter beyond the ken of the average 
reader, the way in which the material is 
presented could prove daunting for even 
the most hardcore of literary curiosity- 
seekers. 
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This is not to say, however, that this 
novel should be passed over in favour of 
“easier” fare. Quite the contrary: 
perseverance pays off for those who are 
willing to trust Braithwaite and make the 
journey. 

And what a journey it is. Ratz is 
essentially a collection of experiences 
relayed from the perspective of the lead 
character Edison, a black skinhead, as he 
makes his way through the cultural mire 
of a sub-society culled from Jamaican 
Rudeboy and North American Skinhead 
traditions. Edison’s unique stream of 
consciousness flows fast and furious 
from page to page, blurring the lines of 
sexuality, ethnicity, reality and moral 
code. Needless to say, it is more than a 
little disconcerting. 

It is Braithwaite’s willingness to.cut 
the reader loose into chaos and 
disorientation that sets him apart from 
other anarchic “conceptual” writers. 
There is no sense of posturing or 
gratuitous quirkiness in this author’s 
work; every word on every page is vital 
to the connection of scattered dots that 
make up each character’s outlook on the 
world. 

Ratz Are Nice (PSP) is a prime 
example of deconstructionism in 
language, structure, spelling and 
punctuation. Braithwaite’s form of anti- 
communication becomes hyper- 
communicative by immersing the reader 
totally in the trappings and texture of 
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Edison’s world. Ideas and imagery flash 
up from the page in a kind of warp-speed 
montage. Information is forced upon the 
reader at such a rapid rate that there is 
little, if any, time to process it; it is more 
likely absorbed in its rawest—and most 
honest—state. 

Despite its brevity (155 pages plus 
an extensive glossary of terms) Ratz Are 
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Nice (PSP) is an exhausting read. It is 
also a cunningly crafted and fascinating 
piece of experimental fiction—and well 
worth the effort.

It’s becoming abundantly clear, of late, 
that Great Britain is leading the pack in 
what we loosely describe as “gay cinema.” 
Unlike many Hollywood films that play too 
hard for laughs or jerk too hard for tears, 
for the most part the Brits are content to 
create characters and tell stories, allowing 
emotions to play out on an individual basis 
with viewers. 

Perhaps part of the problem can be 
attributed to the fact that Hollywood is 
much more comfortable portraying 
violence than sexuality, and feel that the 
latter subject requires a greater degree of 
cinematic “hand-holding”. 

An excellent example of the UK’s 
confident ease onscreen is the recent 
release Get Real, a mid-size flick about the 
coming out (or not) process as it affects 
two young men growing up in 
Basingstoke. 

Steve (Ben Silverstone, who looks a 
bit like the love-child of Roseanna 
Arquette and Mr. Bean) is becoming 
increasingly aware of new urges— 
particularly in respect to John (the tasty 
Brad Gorton), big man on campus and star 
runner on the school track team. Aided and 
abetted by Linda, the big, sweet biscuit ofa 
girl-next-door (Charlotte Brittain), Steve 
begins to explore his newfound feelings. 
And, queerly enough, it turns out that the 
object of his affection is experiencing a bit 
of the same thing himself. 
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The writers and director very wisely 
build to Steve and John’s actual connection 
from a disastrously impromptu “first date” 
to their initial and “incriminating” first 
kiss. Though worlds away from the edgier 
milieu of BBC’s Queer As Folk, Get Real 
has much in common with it. There is a 
tangible sense of tension and a deft 
handling of the subject matter that makes it 
all the more real. - I found myself 
alternating between laughter and skillfully 
encouraged goosebumps thanks to a 
brilliant script and the capable directorial 
hand of Simon Shore. 

Get Real is full of the insecurities, 
complications and betrayals common to 
young love, and handily captures the giddy 
thrill of a clandestine affair. Towards the 
film’s end, it becomes clear that cloak-and- 
dagger is all well and good until the cloak 
smothers and the dagger stabs. Thankfully, 
Get Real’s sense of restraint carries through 
to the bitter (sweet) end, opting for a more 
uncomfortable (read: realistic) finalé than 
the pat Hollywood hearts-and-flowers 
routine. This little gem was chosen as an 
official selection at the Sundance Film 
Festival, and with good reason. If Get Real 
has not yet had a well-deserved turn 
through your VCR, I highly recommend 
you give it a shot. 

On an entirely different plain, though 
no less well done, is another Anglo release 
entitled Boyfriends. This flick has been 
widely touted (it’s even on the flip-side of 
the box) as a British Love! Valor! 
Compassion! Whoa, nellies, stop right 
there. Aside from the fact that it focuses on 
a group of gay men who nip out into the 
country for a bit of R & R (revelry and 
revelation), this UK export has little to do 
with its near-unwatchable U.S. counterpart. 

It would be both pointless and 
frustrating to even begin to describe the 
widely  zigzagging _ plotlines and 
relationships involved in this movie. 
Boyfriends has a touch of Agatha Christie 
to it—not so much a “whodunnit?” as 
“who’s doing it?”, a sexual Rubik’s cube of 
partnering that holds more than a few 
surprises. 

As with Get Real, Boyfriends is a 
masterful blend of plot and character, 
seamlessly joined to prevent the 
appearance of one leading the other. 

One figure stands out in this regard, 
operating as both character and 
commentator throughout. Much like a 
Shakespearean fool, the young, uneducated 
Cockney Adam sees things for what they 


are in this group of “well-adjusted 
homosexual men” (this description 
courtesy of Will, Adam’s thirtysomething 
“date”). Despite Adam’s lack of polish 
(“There are two ‘t’’s in the word ‘settee’ 
and he doesn’t use one of them” a character 
remarks about the cocky Cockney) he is the 
only one of the group to recognize how 
messed up everyone is—and moved to 
comment on it. 

“You’ve all got problems and you’re 
all quite old,” he says at one point, “and 
they’re not sorted. It’s really quite sad.” 

Sad, perhaps, but not far off the mark 
in many cases. There has been a tendency 
(again, particularly in recent American 
films) to put the ziberhomo on screen, a gay 
Everyman who handles life’s difficulties 
with aplomb and the odd glib remark. 

True, Boyfriends is at times a rather 
bleak portrayal of the foibles and pitfalls 
involved in gay relationships but, then 
again, isn’t it preferable to hold a mirror up 
to the human weaknesses that we all share, 
rather than create distorted funhouse 
caricatures designed to somehow curry 
favour with the hoi polloi? 1, for one, think 
that honesty is the best policy in these 
cases, although I know that I do not an 
cannot speak for everyone. Why not rent 
Boyfriends for yourself and see what 
conclusions you come to?

Starring James Dreyfus, 
Marks Sands, Michael Urwin, Andrew 
Abelson, David Coffey, Darren Petrucci 
and Michael McGrath.

Camera; arguably the most 
accurate portrait of the 
controversial photographer’s life. 
Elsewhere, read about his twisty 
friendships with various eccentrics 
including bodybuilder Lisa Lyon, Robert 
Opel (who famously streaked behind Liz 
and David Niven at the ‘74 Academy 
Awards), and bless-his-dirty-little XXX 
heart, JD Slater (sigh). 

I expected nothing but the best from 
www.hedda.com, the sunny and colorful 
electronic home of personality par 
excellence, Hedda Lettuce. Unfortunately, 
there wasn’t enough meat on them digital 
bones to keep me chewing. She is off to a 
delightful start, however, surrounded as she 
is by sinfully pink feathers (and we all 
know pink is the color this summer). I 
particularly enjoyed the visual of her 
morphing into the monitor wallpaper a la 
Terminator. Given the click n’ go options 
of Lettuce Dish (the Advice Column), 
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Lettuce Look (photos, natch), I would 
recommend Lettuce Draw, where Hedda 
provides a pictorial tutorial on “biscuits” 
and “shrimps” as well as the hilariously 
spooky “Cataract Collection” (the Upper 
East Side shopping set on acid).

Mention the name Lloyd Gobeil in 
Edmonton’s gay scene and you’re likely to 
receive blank stares in return. But dress that 
same Lloyd Gobeil in a pair of cow-rimmed 
glasses, a spotted cow-hide dress, and listen 
as he shouts “bitch” across a bar at some 
unsuspecting patron, and there won’t be 
many who don’t know exactly what you’re 
on about. 

What we’re on about is Beverly Crest, 
former Empress XI, Boots-and-Saddle icon 
and fundraiser extraordinaire for Kairos 
House, the AIDS hospice in Edmonton. 
Beverly (whose name is taken from a hotel 
in Edmonton’s working-class east end) first 
arrived in the city twenty-seven years ago 
from Saskatoon, and came out of the closet, 
so she says, the very year the Roost opened 
its doors. 

Now a sexagenarian—Gobeil turned 60 
on May 14—Beverly Crest takes life as it 
comes. She’s survived two heart attacks ten 
years apart (in 1983 and 1993) that have left 
her on disability, and those experiences have 
given her a certain insight into other people’s 
health and well-being. Outlooks spoke with 
Beverly—or Lloyd—about the community, 
fundraising and life in the Big Onion. 

Outlooks: So tell me, how did you get 
the name Beverly Crest? 

Gobeil: Well, that goes back years ago 
now, at Flashback—I started doing a few 
shows at the Roost—and Lulu LaRue and 
Twiggy said to me “Well, how about 
Beverly Crest?” as a name, and I said, “Oh, 
no, no, no!’ But, well, it stuck. I had no 
choice. 

Outlooks: Have you ever been to the 
Beverly Crest? 

Gobeil: The hotel? Yes, when | first 
moved here I lived across the street from it... 
Way back. 

Outlooks: And Twiggy and Lulu knew 
that? 

Gobeil: No, not at all. 
know I lived near there. 

Outlooks: Really? So it was 
happenstance? Something cosmic that led 
them to suggest it? 

Gobeil: Yeah, oh yeah. 

Outlooks: Tell me a bit about your 
history in Edmonton, then. When did you 
first start doing shows? 

Gobeil: Oh god. I have Alzheimer’s so 
I don’t know if I can remember that far back! 
I did hit sixty, you know. Yesterday. 

Outlooks: Congratulations! 

Gobeil: Thanks. I can’t remember the 
first time, actually. I know it was Twiggy 
who first put me on stage. I didn’t have the 
nerve to get on—I’d never been on stage 
before—and, I mean, in a dress! Give mea 
break. But from then on, I just rolled right 
in. 


They didn’t 


Outlooks: And have you performed 
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outside the city over the years, or just 
Edmonton? 

Gobeil: No—well, actually 
Vancouver’s ball I did once, as well as 
Bellingham, Washington, back when I was 
Empress XI. 

Outlooks: What made you decide to 
run for Empress back in the ‘80s? 

Gobeil: Well, I think it had a lot to do 
with being part of the gay community. 
Empresses came out of Flashback only, 
originally, but I was the first empress to 
include all three clubs in fundraising. That 
was back in—oh, now we’re going on to 
Empress XXV—so that was fourteen years 
ago! 

Outlooks: And was it a close race? 

Gobeil: Oh, yes! I ran against one of 
the better performers in Edmonton the year I 
won, Ora Fice, and I had lost the year before. 
But I said, “Well, I might as well keep 
going,” and it paid off. What did I have to 
lose? And it’s because of being Empress 
that I got into fundraisers. There are people 
a lot worse off than Iam. And Kairos House 
is just about the best thing to fundraise for. 

Outlooks: Well, let’s talk about Kairos 
House, then. When did you first start doing 
fundraising for them? 

Gobeil: This is my fourth year, and I do 
two shows a year. Spring and Fall. Both at 
Boots. 

Outlooks: And what made you decide 
to do this? 

Gobeil: Well, it was something to do, 
actually! [Laughs.] You know, having 
twenty-four hours a day with nothing to do,

Outlooks: How much money have you 
raised for Kairos House so far? 

Gobeil: Over ten grand. 

Outlooks: Fantastic. My moles tell me 
that you’ve even had a letter of thanks from 
a priest at Catholic Social Services for your 
efforts. 

Gobeil: They thanked me _ for 
everything I’ve done and gave me a list of all 
the shows over the years, plus the amount 
raised by each show, then said what they’ve 
done with the money. 

Outlooks: So what goes on at these 
shows, anyway? 

Gobeil: Well, what we have is some 
entertainment, female impersonators, and 
we do games like ring toss, bean-bag toss, 
whatever it takes to get a dollar off 
somebody! And I also have prizes. I go to 
restaurants and salons, and they’ve been 
great about giving gift certificates— 
anywhere from five to sixty-five dollars. 
The last fundraiser I had 104 prizes to give 
away, which went well.

Anyway, that show raised two grand! 


Outlooks: So if you’ve been involved 
in the gay community in this city for the past 
twenty-seven years, what have you noticed 
about it?

But as far as the community... it’s perhaps 
not as close as it used to be. 

Outlooks: Is that because the city is just 
so much bigger now?

Outlooks: One final question: How is 
it you came to be associated with cows, 
particularly Holsteins? 

Gobeil: I believe the bartenders here [at 
Boots] started that. They closed that one 
side of the bar and put a cow figure up for 
the fundraiser and it sort of stuck. And then 
at the Black and White Event a few years 
ago I wore a cow outfit I had made. My hair 
was white, I had the horns and the hair, and 
glasses with cows on it-a lot of people asked 
if they could wear the glasses. Oh, I had a 
blast that night.
